Struck  were  200  numbered  silver  medals  and 
500  silver  medals  without  numbers.  The  medals  without 
numbers  are  still  available  and  can  be  purchased  for  $20 
each,  postpaid. 

Also  struck  were  1,000  antiqued  bronze  medals  and 
500  golden  bronze  medals,  which  are  priced  at  $3  each, 
postpaid.

' Medallic  Portraits  of  the  American 
Indian'  (Continued  from  Nov.  p.ugle) 


Three  years  after  Warner  completed 
his  relief  portraits,  Edward  Kemeys 
(1843-1907),  the  first  American  to  win 
recognition  as  a  sculptor  of  animals, 
modeled  a  series  of  relief  portraits  for 
the  Marquette  Building  in  Chicago. 
These  portraits  celebrated  Indian 
leaders  of  the  area  today  referred  to  as 
the  Midwest— Black  Hawk,  Sitting 
Bull,  Shaubena,  Waubansie,  Keokuk, 
Nika  and  Chacagou.  By  the  turn  of  the 
century,  many  of  the  most  prominent 
sculptors  in  America  became 
interested  in  Indian  portraiture.  In 
1897  a  ten-foot  bronze  statue  of  Chief 
Washakie  (He-Shoots-the-Running 
Buffalo)  by  Cyrus  R.  Dallin  (1861-1944) 
was  dedicated  in  Salt  Lake  City.  Dallin 
was  the  first  Mormon  sculptor  to 
celebrate  Washakie,  chief  of  the 


Cyrus  Dallin  designed  this  medallion  for  the 
National  Archery  Association. 

Shoshones,  who  befriended  the 
Mormons  and  protected  them  from 
Indian  attack.  Chief  Washakie,  a  scout 
for  the  United  States  forces  in 
campaigns  against  the  Sioux,  was  also 
employed  by  the  American  and 
Hudson  Bay  fur  companies.  Upon  his 
death,  Washakie  was  given  a  military 
burial  at  Fort  Washakie  in  Wyoming. 

In  1899  Charles  Schreyvogel 
11861-1912),  an  artist  best  known  for 
his  paintings  of  the  violence  and 
drama  of  the  Indian's  conflict  with 
United  States  troopers,  modeled  a 
portrait  bust  of  White  Eagle,  last  of  the 
Ponca  chiefs  of  Oklahoma. 
Schreyvogel's  daughter  wrote  of  White 
Eagle's  reaction  to  the  portrait:  "White 
Eagle  was  a  magnificent-looking 
Indian,  and  when  he  saw  the  bust,  he

told  my  father  he  was  proud  that  he 
had  been  selected  as  a  model.  In  later 
years  he  never  failed  to  inform  any  of 
his  visitors  that  he  had  posed  for  the 
Schreyvogel  Indian  chief  bust."15 
Despite  the  focus  on  blood  and 
violence  in  his  paintings  of  Indians, 
Schreyvogel  was  basically  sympathetic 
to  the  Indian:  "I  have  not  met  any 
Fenimore  Cooper  Indians,  although  I 
have  had  the  pleasure  of  knowing 
some  good,  honorable  red  men.  The 
Indian  is,  as  a  rule,  silent,  stoical  and 
taciturn  to  a  wonderful  degree  until  h< 
gets  to  know  you.  Then  he  thaws 
out  ...  I  have  many  Indian  friends  anc 
I  have  many  friends  in  the  Army."16 

In  1902  Charles  M.  Russell 
(1864-1926),  one  of  the  greatest 
masters  of  sculpture  of  the  American 
West,  modeled  three  bronze  portraits 
of  the  Blackfoot  Indians.  Spiritually  at 
one  with  the  Indian,  Russell  mourned 
the  end  of  Indian  civilization  as  it 
existed  before  the  arrival  of  the  white 
man.  He  spent  the  winter  of  1888  wit 
the  Blackfoot  Indians,  a  period  that 
was  perhaps  the  happiest  of  his  life. 
Here  he  acquired  the  knowledge  of 
Indian  life  and  love  for  the  Indian 
people  that  he  incorporated  in  his 
paintmg  and  sculpture.

While  on  the  reservation,  Russell 
discarded  his  cowboy  clothes  for 
buckskins,  grew  his  hair  and  was 
tempted  to  become  a  squaw  man  or 
"white  injun."  Russell  twice  modeled 
portraits  of  Keomah,  a  beautiful  Indian 
woman.  The  first  bust,  entitled  Piegan 
Squaw,  was  cast  during  his  lifetime; 
the  second,  Piegan  Girl,  was  not  cast 
until  1966.  Russell  also  modeled  a 
portrait  of  his  friend,  Sleeping 
Thunder,  a  young  chief  who  shared 
with  him  stories  of  Indian  life  and 
legends  of  his  tribe.  Because  the 
reinforced  buckskin  on  the  seat  of 
Russell's  pants  reminded  Sleeping 
Thunder  of  the  white  rump  of  an 
antelope,  he  named  Russell  Ah-Wah- 


Cous,  a  name  Russell  signed  on  many 
of  his  letters.  Russell's  bronzes  paid  a 
personal  tribute  to  the  individuals  he 
loved,  admired  and  respected.  His 
sculptures  stand  in  sharp  contrast  to 
the  work  of  many  American  sculptors 
who  professed  to  model  noble, 
interesting  ethnic  types 

By  1903  the  Indian  conflict  had 
become  history.  Adolph  A 
Weinman  (1870-1952),  commissioned 
to  create  a  large  sculptural  group  for 
the  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition  in 
St.  Louis  in  1904,  found  his  Indian 
models  at  Colonel  Cumming's  Wild 
West  Show  in  Coney  Island,  New 
York,  where  he  created  likenesses  of 
the  Sioux  Indians  that  traveled  with 
the  company.  In  describing  his 
sculpture,  entitled  Destiny  of  the  Red 
Man,  Weinman  said,  "In  the 
composition  of  this  group  I  have 
endeavored  to  symbolize  the  passing  of 
a  heroic  race,  the  North  American 
Indian.  With  the  coming  of  the  white 
man  and  his  continual  westward  surge, 
it  was  but  a  matter  of  time  for  some  of 
the  many  tribes,  deprived  of,  or 
restrained  in,  their  freedom-loving  way 
of  life,  to  gradually  become  greatly 
reduced  in  numbers  or  completely  , 
extinct."17 

Weinman's  most  famous  portrait  is 
perhaps  that  depicting  Chief  Blackbird, 
whom  he  described  as  "a  stoic  if  there 
ever  was  one."18  He  also  created 
portrait  busts  of  Womboli  and  Chief

Flatiron,  a  man  who  was  “small,  wirey 
and  with  a  leathery  skin,  was  quite 
talkative  and  loved  to  tell  me  of  his 
travels  in  Europe  with  the  Buffalo  Bill 
company,  which  made  him  a  greater 
chief  than  Blackbird,  who  had  never 
crossed  the  great  waters."19 

James  E.  Fraser  (1876-1953) 
completed  portrait  busts  of  White 
Eagle  and  Two  Moons,  two  of  the 
three  models  used  for  his  relief  of  the 
Indian  on  the  five-cent  piece  he 
designed  in  1913.  In  1916  Phimister 
Proctor  (1862-1950)  made  portrait 
studies  of  two  models,  Jackson 
Sundown  and  Little  Wolf.  Jackson 
Sundown,  a  nephew  of  Chief  Joseph, 
was  the  model  for  Indian  and  Buffalo 
Group  ( Death  of  King  of  the  Herd), 
and  Little  Wolf  posed  for  Pursued. 
Proctor  spent  the  summer  of  1914  on 
the  Cheyenne  Reservation  in  Crow, 
Montana,  and  Little  Wolf  adopted  him 
and  his  wife,  giving  Proctor  the  name 
Okamahkahohitah  or  “Large  Coyote." 

As  the  century  progressed,  artists 
began  to  devote  their  full  attention  to 
portraits  of  the  American  Indian.  From 
1914  to  1923,  Emry  Kopta  sculpted 
portrait  busts  of  the  Hopi  Indians  that 
to  this  day  remain  strong  emotional 
statements  of  the  tragedy  of  Indian  life 
on  the  reservation.  His  sculptures  of 
Hopi  leaders  depict  their  determination 
to  preserve  their  identity  as  a  tribe  and 
the  integrity  of  their  culture. 

In  1930  Malvina  Hoffman 
(1887-1966)  created  a  series  of  Indian 
portraits  for  the  Hall  of  Man  at  the

Field  Museum  in  Chicago.  Visiting 
reservations,  Miss  Hoffman  modeled 
full-length  figures  and  busts  of  Apacht 
Navajo,  Blackfoot,  Sioux  and  Pueblo 
Indians.  In  the  course  of  her  work  she 
developed  a  deep  understanding  of  the 
hardships  of  Indian  life.  “To  be  sure 
the  Indians  of  today  are  not  as  strong 
as  the  white  man  who  controls  them 
by  law  and  military  force,  but  they 
manage  to  survive  in  spite  of  the 
barren  hardships  they  have  been  force 
to  accept  and  despite  the  battle  again!

disease  induced  by  the  white  man,  and 
they  can  still  stir  us  by  the  primitive 
art  of  contacting  their  life  currents 
with  those  of  the  elements  about  them 
and  by  their  profound  understanding  of 
the  earth's  eternal  miracles. 

Dunng  the  1930s  George  Winslow 
Blodgett  (1888-1958)  completed  a  series 
of  portraits  of  the  Pueblo  and  Navajo 
Indians,  driven  by  a  lifelong  dream  of  a 
giant  Hall  of  Sculpture  of  the 
American  Indian  in  Washington,  U  l 
In  his  lifetime,  Blodgett  completed 
more  than  one  hundred  life-si_e 
portraits,  but  his  vision  of  a  great 
gallery  never  became  a  reality. 

Since  the  1880s,  portraits  of  regional 
Indian  leaders  have  been  commis¬ 
sioned  for  public  squares  across  the 
United  States  A  notable  example  is  a 
sculpture  by  Hermon  MacNeil 
(1866-1947),  The  Coming  of  the  White 


Man,  that  stands  in  Portland,  Oregon 
Cast  separately,  the  chieftan  depicted 
in  the  group  sculpture  is  known  as  A 
Chief  of  the  Multinomah  Tribe. 

In  recent  years  Indian  sculptors  have 
created  bronze  portraits  of  their  own 
leaders  and  heroes.  Willard  Stone  has 
been  commissioned  by  the  Five  Civil¬ 
ized  Tribes  Museum  in  Muskogee, 
Oklahoma,  to  fashion  a  series  of 
portrait  busts  of  famous  leaders  of  the 
Five  Civilized  Tribes.  Saint  Clair 
Homer  II  was  similarly  commissioned 
to  design  a  series  of  portrait 
medallions  of  modern  representatives 
of  each  of  the  Five  Civilized  Tribes. 
Homer  has  also  completed  a  portrait  of 
his  personal  hero,  Hump,  who  was 
leader  of  the  Minneconjou,  one  of  the 
many  divisions  of  the  Sioux  nation 
that  was  victorious  at  the  Battle  of 
Little  Big  Horn.  Homer  writes:  "The 
bust  of  Hump  was  made  mainly  to 
show  the  pride  and  dignity  of  the  race 
without  a  full  head  of  feathers."21 

Today  bronze  portraits  of  the 
American  Indian  have  a  new 
importance  and  relevance.  Indian 
portraits  created  by  each  generation  ot 
artists  take  on  new  dimensions  in  the 
light  of  growing  emphasis  and 
dedication  to  the  study  of  Indian  , 
culture  and  history.

NOTES 
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CASINO  CHIPS  BECOME 
COLLECTIBLES

Numismatics  is  the  collecting  and 
study  of  coins,  tokens,  medals  and 
paper  money.  Under  the  category  of 
tokens  come  gaming  tokens,  a 
substitute  for  money  at  the  games  of 
chance  in  Atlantic  City,  Nevada, 
Monte  Carlo  and  around  the  world. 

Archie  Black,  past  president  of  the 
Garden  State  Numismatic  Association 
and  current  president  of  the  Ocean 
County  Coin  Club,  lives  in  Brick 
Township,  about  an  hour’s  drive  from 
Atlantic  City.  When  the  casinos 
started  using  chips  instead  of  cash, 
Archie  became  intrigued  and  picked 
up  a  few  as  souvenirs.  That  was  only 
the  beginning.  Today  there  are  12 
casinos,  and  Archie  has  one  chip  of 
each  denomination  from  each,  and 
when  the  Taj  Mahal  opens  next 
October  he  will  be  there  to  continue 
his  collection. 

Some  casinos  have  had  several 
series,  and  the  early  Resorts’  chips  are 
hard  to  come  by.  So  are  chips  from 
the  now  defunct  Playboy  Casino. 
Black  has  them! 

As  a  new  world  of  collecting 
opened,  Archie  started  swapping 
Atlantic  City  tokens  by  mail  with  folks 
in  Reno,  Las  Vegas  and  anywhere  else 
anyone  was  interested.  His  trading  of 
tokens  soon  earned  Archie  the  name 
“Mr.  Chips”,  and  his  P.O.  box  is 
stuffed  with  trades  and  trade  offers 
almost  every  day. 

The  branching  out  of  this  hobby  has 
sprouted  a  new  “Casino  and  Gaming  9 


Chips”  magazine  printed  bi-monthly 
in  Reno,  and  Archie  Black  is  its 
Atlantic  City  correspondent.  His  story 
about  the  ‘‘Showboat’’  opening  last 
April  and  the  new  chips  the  event 
brought  about  was  featured  in  a  recent 
edition. 

The  chips  are  color  coded  as  man¬ 
dated  by  the  N.J.  Casino  Control 
Commission.  They  are  white,  pink, 
red.  green,  black,  purple  and  orange 
for  denominations  of  $1,  $2.50.  $5, 
$10.  $25.  $100,  $500  and  $1,000. 
Let’s  see,  that  would  be  $1,643.50  for 
a  set  —  and  there  are  12  casinos! 
$19,722.  Better  leave  those  $1,000 
chips  for  the  high  rollers! 

Archie  had  an  exhibit  of  his  tokens 
at  the  Garden  State  Numismatic 
Association  Convention  at  the  Hyatt 
in  Cherry  Hill  last  June  and  took  home 
the  “first  place”  award  for  the 
“miscellaneous”  category.  Having 
been  a  collector  of  Bust  half  dollars, 
he  has  often  exhibited  his  collection 
of  “overdates”  of  the  type  half  which 
was  minted  up  to  1838.
